Q. — Several years ago 
air fright was touted as the 
industry of the future, and I 
bought stock in Flying Tiger 
Air Lines to take part in 
it. It did well for awhile, but 
since they changed the name 
to Tiger International it 
does/n’t seem to have done 
too well. Would you advise 
holding the stock. 

A. — Changing the name 
might have affected the view 
of few people about the stock 
but there are other rea¬ 
sons why the stock has not 
been, as vigorous as it was 
or awhile. First, there was 
the recession of a couple of 
year back which reduced 
the demand for air freight 
both in this country and 
overseas. Then almost simul¬ 
taneously, there was the big 
increase in, gasoline costs 
which is a continuing and 
increasing problem in that 
gasoline costs are still esca¬ 
lating. Tiger has two main 
lines of business, its air 
freight and its freight car 
leasing. Both are essential 
businesses and the company 
seems to be well managed. 
It would be logical to expect 
the company to adjust and 
be reasonably profitable in 
the future. 

Q. — My investment club 


owns stock in Ashland Oil 
which seems to be growing 
very nicely. We have one 
member who insists that wo 
should only own stock in the 
two or three biggest com¬ 
panies. Can you see any logic 
in such an argument. 

A. — Ashland is really a 
very good sized company 
with revenues of over four 
billion dollars a year and by 
all the normal standards 
seems to be a very well 
managed company. Its cur¬ 
rent price earnings ratio is 
seven which means you are 
getting more earnings per 
dollar than you would get in 
several of the larger oil com¬ 
panies. Its rate of increase 
in revenues and earnings in 
recent years equals or ex¬ 
ceeds that of the giants in 
the industry, and I would 
see no reason why you 
shouldn’t continue to hold or 

even increase your holdings.

After an Editorial written by Deborah Y. Loomis, 
published in the Sierra Madre News in their issue of 
Thursday, July 14 concerning the recent deaths of chil¬ 
dren, relative to railroad tracks and the necessity of 
fencing, the below remarks of Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
was sent to county-wide media on Monday, July 18 ... . 
It speaks for itself and in the same vein suggested by 
Mrs. Loomis. 

Supervisor Kenenth Hahn has called on the State 
Public Utilities Commission and all operators of railroads 
in California to take steps to ensure that there will not 
be tuny more tragedies such as the Huntington Park 
incident that took the lives of four youngsters. 

Noting that railroad tracks and ties have a fascina¬ 
tion for youngsters, Hahn called for protective fencing to 
be placed along railroad rights-of-way im urban areas or 
other means be adopted, such as employing a pilot vehicle 
to lead trains through urban areas at sufficient dis¬ 
tances as to permit stoppage if necessary. 

"These are only two of the concept that should be 
reviewed, and I am sure that there are other measures 
that can be looked into,” Hahn said. 

“We must make sure,” he said, "that a tragedy such 
as the one in Huntington Park does not happen again.” 

Nightmare! 

The proposed 2.67-mile “Downtown People Mover” 
(OPM) project is a $167 million "nightmare” for the auto¬ 
mobile-oriented metropolitan Los Angeles area, according 
to the Southern California Transportation Action Com¬ 
mittee. 

SCTAC said the projected patronage for the DPM pro¬ 
ject works out to 81,000 passengers a day to 1990. 

This passenger volume is unheard of,” said Virgil D. 
Waters, SCTAC chairman, “when compared with the num¬ 
ber of people working in downtown Los Angeles who would 
have access to it (the I>PM).” 

Water s said the plan is “a farce” and added that the 
DPM would be a "huge, dirty, ugly-looking and visually- 
obtrusive blight on the downtown scene.” 

No funding has been authorized by the city or the 
county for construction of the elevated guideway system, 
the SCTAC chairman pointed out, stressing that even the 
taxpayer dollars used for engineering studies came from 
Proposition 5 funds. 

That legislation, passed in 1974, allows states to divert 
up to 25 per cent of freeway and local road gas tax funds 
for fixed guideway systems. 

“Funding for the DPM would have seriously damaging 
and detrimental impacts on the remaining missing links 
of the Southern California region’s vitally-needed freeway 
transportation system,” Waters charge. 

It would suck out a huge diversion of Proposition 5 
funds from the Highway Users Tax Account, he said, and 
its potential impact would be to postpone important high¬ 
way projects. 

“The huge expenditure will come in the construction 
phase,” Waters continued, indicating that both the city 
and the county will have to furnish $8 millian apiece, and 
another $16 million will be due from the state, before con¬ 
struction can begin. 

“Layers of bureaucracy are involved in this Washing¬ 
ton scheme,” Waters said. ‘Where is the money coming 
from, and how is this way-out lan going to be funded?” 

He said these are the questions that should be asked 
by Southern California taxpayers. 

One of the alternatives to the DPM proposal, the 
SCTAC chairman pointed out, is an all-bus system, which 
would have as much capability of serving the downtown 
corridor as the DPM, but would provide equal service to 
all of the downtown area — "to make certain that down¬ 
town remains a viable and thriving business community.” 

As proposed, on the other hand, Waters said the DPM 
project would present substantial dollar benefits and serv¬ 
ices for wealthy landowners of property directly adjacent 
to the DPM line and would do nothing to serve the east 
side of downtown Los Angeles, which is deteriorating. 

"This ill-begotten DPM scheme would serve those 
working in the high-rise office buildings,” Waters con¬ 
cluded, "and not do a thing for the low-income and ethnic 
minorities. Moreover, it would actually draw business 
away from the Central City.”

We are already getting irate and desparate calls about 
the imminent and heavy property tax increases for next 
year, now being added to the currently overbloated tax 
bills of 1976-77. 

A call from Orange County reported a 108 per cent 
property tax increase, another from San Diego County 
reported a 90 per cent increase. The owner of a small 
home in the Compton area reports a monthly increase in 
her mortgage payments of $14.92 per month, this is a 
raise of $174.64 per year. This is an enormous raise for 
a widow with several school children. 

You will notice where all the public officials are 
voting themselves large raises in salaries, fringe bene¬ 
fits and pensions. You will notice where elected Boards 
of Supervisors, City Councils and School Boards are spend¬ 
ing more money than ever.

The 
owners will either have to raise their rents to get the 
money to pay the higher taxes, or they, as well, will 
have their buildings foreclosed toy the state. 

ONCE AGAIN — A property tax limitation petitions, 
proposed jointly by the Peoples’ Advocate, Paul Gann, 
president, and United Organizations of Taxpayers, Howard 
Jarvi, state chairman, has been titled by the Attorney 
General, and when you. read this, it will toe In active 
circulation throughout the state from Alpine County to 
San iDiego County. 

The adoption of a property tax limitation, by the 
people, is the one and only hope to stop crippling higher 
taxes EVERY YEAR on the homes, farms and properties 
of the people. This is because public employees and 
minority coalitions have voted for this unilimited power 
to tax, and they have outvoted private critizens now for 
many years.

The motion passed by a 
three-to-one vote, instruc¬ 
ting the County Counsel to 
file suit against the Federal 
government for reimburse¬ 
ment of local costs in caring 
for persons in this County 
illegally. 

In. winning the majority 
support for his motion, Scha 
barum staved off efforts by 
Supervisor Ed Edelman to 
delay action to seek the legal 
redress. 

Schabarum says the Board 
must make the “tough de¬ 
cision” to resolve the “bur¬ 
geoning problem that is 
worsening rather than get¬ 
ting better.” 

The cost figures disclosed 
by Schabarum were provid¬ 
ed in a voluminous report 
compiled by the Department 
of Health Services over the 
past six months. 

“The County has virtually 
exhausted its administrative 
and legislative remedies to 
deal with this problem,” 
says Schabarum, “and, there¬ 
fore, I recommend the Coun¬ 
ty once again consider pur¬ 
suing a judicial course of 
action.” 

Schabarum had attempted 
unsuccessfully earlier this 
year to file suit to recover 
funds spent on caring for 
undocumented persons when 


the figure was thought to bo 
only $8.2 million a year. 

The explosion of costs to 
an estimated $50.7 million, 
documented in the compre¬ 
hensive study, persu a d e d 
other Board members to 
join with Schabarum in 
seeking reimbursement. 

Schabarum says the suit in 
not aimed at the illegal 
aliens, themselves. "No one 
argues the humanity of pro¬ 
viding medical care to the 
ailing, legal or illegal,” he 
says. 

The suit merely seeks to 
force the Federal govern¬ 
ment to pay costs for which 
it is responsible since it, 
through the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, 
controls the influx of aliens 
Into the Undtd States. 

“The continuing influx of 
illegal aliens Into this coun¬ 
try is one of the most im¬ 
portant social issues today,” 
he says. “The President is 
talking about it. The Con¬ 
gress is talking about it. It 
is a frequent subject of me¬ 
dia discussion. 

“Yet,” he adds, “little is 
being done to come to grips 
with the problem. 

The President must decide 
what his immigration, policy 
will be and the Congress 
must pass legislation that 
addresses the issue,” Scha¬ 
barum says. 

“While Federal officials 
debate,” says Schabarum, 
"the problem is increasing 
an dit is local government 
and the property taxpayer 
that is footing the bill for 
failure to act.”

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap
